The woman credited with having 
first expressed the idea of a general 
Memorial day, Mrs. Sue Landon 
Vaughn, died this week in Washing- 
ton at the home of the Eastern Star, 
a Masonic order, on which she was 
dependent. 

She was a descendant of John 
Adams, the second President of the 
United States. On April 26, 1865, she 
led some Southern women in strewing 
with flowers the confederate graves 
in Vicksburg, and the date and cus- 
tom were perpetuated in the South.

BRAVE ACT 


The rare presence of mind of Er- 
nest Hutchings, aged 17 years of the 
Sunlight cottage, Hbughs Neck, Mon- 
day evening, probably saved Dorothy 
Kiley, the seventeen months old child 
of Mrs. Patrick Kiley of the Warren 
cottage Babcock street from be- 
ing killed by the cars.

remained away. 

Arrangements have been made with 
the Blue Hill observatory and the 
office of the weather bureau to furnish 
bulletins on the velocity of the wind 
both on the ground and at a height of 
800 feet before each event is started. 
In addition to this service there will 
be an anemometer on the aviation 
field. 

Ephraim Harrington, the civil en- 
gineer who did the triangulating last 
year, will have charge of the 
work this year. 

Some of the cross-country flights 
both for monoplanes and biplanes will 
be from the aviation field to Blue Hill 
around the observatory and return.

the original plans as submitted by the 
railroad will be approved by the 
special commission appginted by the 
superior court two years ago. 
These plans call for the closing of 
Vater street at the Quincy Adams 
depot. That is the street will be end- 
ed on either side of the present track 
and a new street cut under the tracks 
just south of the present station at 
Quincy Adams. This means that the 
street car tracks will have to turn in- 
to Presidents avenue near the station 
and then curve under the tracks with 
the new street. This plan is not what 
the citizens wanted but that makes 
but little difference.

SALARY, 


Shall the salary of the Mayor be in- 
creased to $2500 per year. 
der to increase the salary of the chief 
executive of the city to that amount 
was one of the important matters that 
came before the City Council Monday 
night in an order introduced by Coun- 
cilman at large Cherrington. 

Many have long held the view that 
the salary of $1,000 per year as fixed 
by the charter was not sufficient. 
An attempt was made several years 
ago to increase the amount to $2,000 
but met with defeat, 

Section 28 of the City Charter pro- 
vides that ‘the salary of the Mayor 
for the first ten municipal years and 
thereafter shall be the with 
such additional sum as the City Coun- 
cil shall by ordinance establish, but 
not to take effect until the year suc- 
ceeding that in which it is passed. 

It is a well known fact that the 
duties of the chief executive today are 
manifold and require many hours of 
his attendance at City Hall. A few 
years ago some of our Mayors put in 
but an hour in the morning and one 
hour or two in the afternoon at the 
office, but during the past few years, 
there have been many demands 
upon the executive that he has to give 
a good part of the day to the duties. 

Every day there are scores of peo- 
ple who call at City Hall to see the 
Mayor. Some have complaints to 
make while others come for various 
reasons, so that it is for 
him to be where he can readily be 
reached. Then again under Quincy's 
so-called model charter the Mayor is 
solely responsible for every depart- 
ment. He has the sole power of ap- 
pointing and removing department 
heads and admiinistrative oMcers and 
ms hardly fair in view of increased 
amount of work that has been thrust 
on the Mayor by such a rapidly grow- 
ing city as Quincy :to-ask’ him ‘to give 
so much of his time for $1,000 per 
year. 

It has been pointed out that there 
are plenty of good men. in Quincy 
who would be glad to take the office 
of mayor at the present salary which 
is doubtless true, but is it fair to ask 
them to do so?
